eares. And ſo ye ſee the coxreſpondence 
between theſe two Scriptures, how juſt- 
ly thop fit and jumpe together. For Siohs 
fake I will not hold my tongue. He that 
hath eares to heare, ler him heare. Fox if it 
be neceſſary that we ſhould pꝛeach fo2 Si- 
ons ſake-then it is requiſtte that Sion ſhold 
heare toꝛ her owne ſake. 

This ſaying ofour Sauiour, Hee that 
hath eares, &c. is the argument, by which 
he doth begge attention fo2 the Parable of 
the Bower; to chew, that the Doctrine it 
contained, was both ſo excellent in it ſelf, 
and ſo neceſſary fo2 the woꝛld, as i a man 
were wozth but his eares, hee could not 
chufe but heare, and it may concerne ei⸗ 
ther all in generall, becauſe all have cares, 
o2 the Elect particularly, becauſe they 
only have eares to heare. Foz the foꝛmer, 
ik there were no further realon why men 
ſhould heare but this, becauſe God hath 


given an eare, yet it bindeth very ſtrong · 


bp: there foze ſee how God ſyeaketh unto

us, eben in the flechly inſtrument of hea- 


ring. Chꝛiſt doth not urge upon us the 
dignity of himſelle the ſpeaker neither 
the neceſſityof the Doctrine, noꝛ the mi- 


ſery which bekalleth to man, by not hea⸗ 
ring: but leaving all thoſe arguments. he 


reaſoned againſt us, even krom fleſh and 


blood, andpꝛoveth even by the member and 


inſtrument of the care, that men ought to 


be hearers of the Moꝛd.

And what mar⸗ 
vell is it, if the eares were conlecrated to 
holy uſes; ſince there is no part oꝛ mem⸗ 
ber of the body oz ſoule, which God hath 
not oꝛdained to ſome ſpirituali end. Did 
God create the eye that it ſhould onely be 
d light to the body, in no ſoꝛt give light 
to the ſovie 2 Oꝛ did he not rather pꝛin⸗ 
cipally create it. that it might tell the ſoul 
what beauty was in the viſtble. Creatures 


that the ſoule might thereby conjeaqure 


what gloꝛy is in the inbikele God's 
Did God gie man a math onely to bar

Gods lawes, as David did; God hath gi- 
'ven us hearts and affections, and yet not 
fo love the woꝛld but to ſet our affections 
wholly on him. In a woꝛd, there is no part 
oʒ member in ſoule and body, which ought 
not as a Nazarite; to be conſecrated and 
vowed to the ſervice of God. Salomon 
Judged thoſe dayes to bee evill dayes, 
wherein a man could not uſe his mem⸗ 
bers to remember the Creatour, wherein 
the keepers ſhould tremble; the ſtrong 
men ſhould bow; they that looked out at 
the windowes ſhould ware darke⸗ where⸗ 
in the dooꝛes ſhould be ſhut up by the baſe 
ſound of the grinding, and the daughters 
of ſinging ſhould be abaſed- : thoſe hee 
judged evil dayes-as if it were as good in 
a manner fo have no hands, as ſuch trem⸗ 
bling hands: to have no legges, as ſuch 
feeble joynts; to have no eyes, as blind 
eyes; to be without an eare, as to have a 
deafe eare. Then by the contra: y.if theſe 
be evill dayes, wherein a man cannot uſe 
his members, they muſt needs be godd 
wherein God hath given a free uſe ok all.

part oꝛ member of a mans body, did intend 
ſome ſpeciall uſe foz his wozſhip and ſer⸗ 
vice, vnto which if the parts in pouth 
were not impioyed, in the evill dayes they 
would p2ove fruitleſſe and wyp2ofitable.

God hath given us an ear, let him hear. 
But what is that which Chꝛiſt ſaith; 
He that hath an ear to hear; as if there 
were an Car which were not to hear; 
we are ts underſtand it as a note ot ſpect- 
all difference,fo2 though we habe all cares, 
pet all have not eares to hear: but as 
thore is a kinde of idle oz Idol Paſtozs, 
which habe monthes and ſpeak not; ſs 
there is a kinde of idle hearers , which 
have cares and hear not, which ſit in 
their ſeates as Images in the glaſſe win⸗ 
dowes, bending their kntes, liffing up 
their hands, and caſting up their eyes ; 
pet after ſo many peares, and ſo many 
Malles, had never the honef&y to gibꝛ one 
Amen: onely that differencethere is, that 
whereas the Saints in the glage-win-- 
dowes keep out the winde, theſe fruitleſſe 
hearerg poſſelle the places wherein ther 
do no god at allz and let it not ſem ſłrange 
that there ſhould be eares which are not 
to hear, foꝛ Paul ſaith to the Jewes, that 
God hath given them a ſpirit of ſſum- 
bering eyes that they ſhould not ſee, and 
eares that they ſhould not hear: be-

coms fo2no god. Therefoze the firſt thing 


Jam fo erhozt pon fo, is, that we may 
come together: foz though pivate pzay- 


er is not unpꝛolitable, and familiar exhoz- 


tation wants not his uſe, yet our meeting 
together hath a ſpeciall bleſſing pꝛomiſed 
to it by him which ſatd, Where two or 
three are gathered together in my Name, 
there am I in the miaſt of them: and in- 
ded our hearing pꝛeſuppoſeth comming, 
fo2 we cannot hear together except we 


- come together, therefoze David ſet com- 


ming fir, and hearing after, and ſaid, 


Come children and hearken, and I will 


teach you the fear of the Lord. s ſay 4 


unto you, firſt come, and then — 
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it be with you as with. David, who re- 


fopced when they ſaid, Come, let us go in- 


to the houſe of the Lord, becauſe one day 


in Gods Court is better than a thouſand 
elſewhere. And who had not rather be a 
do2-keper in the. houſe of God, than to 
dwell in the tabernacle of wickedneſſe? 
Conſider, what ſpirit was in David, 
when he ſaid, that the ſparrow and ſwal⸗ 
low were bleſt, becauſe they might lodge 
their young loner the Altar: as if a po 
bird were tobe envied fo2 her neſt, 02 ra- 
ther to teach men that they ought to pꝛeſſe 
as hard to touch but the w illes ofthe fem- 
ple, as ſhe that deſired to touch but the 
hemme of. C hꝛiſts garment : and-that-if 
any ſhould ſay; Come, let us go into the 
houſe of the Lord. Men onght to be as the 
Curtaines of the Tabernacle, whereof 
bat one being dꝛawa, all tho reſt did fol- 
low after. Che Centurion boaſted that he 


phuad ſuch Servants, as if he ſatd to one, 


Come, he comes, and pet he called them foz 
his aon pʒivats pꝛoſit: but God a great 
er Palter than the Centurion, ſaith 
Come, ves calleth us -foz our pꝛoſit, and 
ret we come not. Nay , every creping 
wozme wil put us to ſhame and condemne 


Pſal. 


121,13, 
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us; foz God ſpake but the wo2d, and the 
Graſhoppes came, yea and Caterpillers 
innumerable; bnt God hath ſpoken to us 
many wozds, and yet our number (God 
knoweth) is numerable enough. There is 
à kinde of Caterpillers that come to the 
Church, ſacrilegious vermine , devour- 
ing holy thir ge, which live by the (week 
that they ſweat not foz; but they come 
unlent foz, foz God never ſpake fo them, 
neither da J commend: thetr diligence in 
commir g; foz a bleſſed thing it were if 
God would ſend a Weſt-winde to blow 
them into the ſea. But J ſpeak of thoſe 
po2 Creatures whom God never calteth, 
but they come and are obedient, and their 
obediencs aſcendeth up to Heaven, and 
krom Bea ven is deſcended backs again to 
condemne our diſobedience ; foz from 
Mea ven God ſpake it, that the Dre could 
come to his owner, and the Aſſe to his 
Maſterg cribbe, but Iſrael Gods own ' 
people would not underſtand, noz come. 
O therefoze, all pe that are Gods people, 
come and hearken, and fake this Leſſon 
withall that pe peeld not to come as Peter 
peelded to fo2give his bꝛother ſe ven times 
and "_—_ bad done; —_ A ſaꝝ unto you — 
even 
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ſeven times, but ſeventy times ſeven 
times, yea ſo often as the ſeventh day 
ſhall come upon you, come and hallow it. 


The Athenians came to hear Paul, but 


it was foz novelty of his Dactrine; as 
there be (J am in doubt and I fear it) in 
this place who are come to hear the Ser 
mon, onely becauſe it is new and ſtrange 
to habe a Pꝛeacher; but when Pꝛeach⸗ 
ing ſhall war ſtale, they will not hear 
the voyce of the charmer, charme he never 
fo wiſely. Theſe men fo2 a bꝛunt are very 
devout, as he who received the Moꝛd in 
ſtonp ground, rejoycing at the firſt, and 
hearing it with jop, but that jop indared 
but a while; fog his z eal poſſeſſed him 
like an ague, very hot foz the time, but 
when the fit was over, he fell to his old 
bas, as the Dog to his vomit. N emenibet 
David ſaith, Bleſſed are they that dwell 
in Gods houſe.
